Any chance of lower taxes through

The Allegations of Police 
Brutality in Tewksbury 
Allegations of police brutality toward as many as 100 teen- 


agers in Tewksbury sparked increased criticism of the de- 
partment as well as support for its members during the past 


week 


Criticism culminated in a petition drive led by a mother 
who wants the police investigated, and a selectman's leveling 
a wide range of charges at the police. 

Dissatisfaction with Tewksbury police, at least among a 
snall number of residents, came to light August 8 when 20 
teenagers picketed the police station, protesting alleged 


brutality by the police. 


The teenagers marched by the station while the Board of 
Selectmen and high-ranking police officers met in town hall 
to discuss police relations with the community and within 


the department 


During the meeting, selectmen 
questioned Chief John F. Sullivan 
and other officers about a patr 
man's complaint, — withdrawn 
before the meeting, concerning 
interdepartmental relations. 
Sullivan said the complaint had 
been resolved. 

Selectman Frederick H. Baldwin 
Jr. said Selectman Charles H. 
Goldstein had a number of 
questions to ask police, and Se- 
lectman Frank A. Antonelli 
suggested the police meet with 
the board when Goldstein could 
attend. Sullivan and his officers, 
all off-duty, were angered by the 
suggestion, and the board took no 
action on it. 

Goldstein, in an interview with 
the Lowell Sun, subsequently made 
several charges against police 
Among these were brutality 
toward teenagers. bad handling 
of parents’ complaints, lack of 
knowledge about drug programs, 
insufficient concern about fur- 
thering the education of police and

harassing the patrolman 
complained to the selectmen 

He also accused Chief Sullivan 
of personal misconduct, and 
claimed he had proof and witnes- 
Ses to support his allegations 

Goldstein alleged because of his 
criticism of police, someone had 
tampered with the brakes and 
steering on his car, and threats 
had been made on his life. 

He told the Boston Globe that at 
the selectmen's August 22 meet- 
ing he would call for a full in- 
vestigation into the competence 
of the superior officers of the 
department, He also said he 
planned to call for a public hear- 
ing to have a policeman fired. 

Meanwhile. Mrs. Marie Bruce of 
17 Memorial Drive began circu- 
lating a petition calling for an 
investigation of the police depart- 
ment. Mrs, Bruce said she took 
the step because of a series of 
incidents involving her son Larry.

Mrs. Bruce said the incidents 
began August 5 when police 
stopped Larry for speeding on 
his motorcycle. In a similar in- 
cident the next night, she said, 
police assaulted him. 

She said when she telephoned a 
protest over the beating to police, 
the patrolmen involved in the in- 
cident and other town police made 
a series of abusive or threatening 
calls to the boy and her. 

The calls ceased after she com- 
plained about them to the State 
Police In Andover, she said. A 
spokesman at the Andover bar- 
racks said any records concern- 
ing the threats were “not 
public,” and wouldn't confirm or 
deny Mrs. Bruce's report 

Mrs. Bruce said she is being 
aided by “10 to 18 persons who 
are passing the _ petitions 
around.” 

She stressed that she wasn't 
critical of the whole department 
“It is five or six officers,” she 
said 

Mrs 


Bruce said she believed 


taking private court action 
against the patrolmen who alle- 
gedly assaulted her son was 
fruitless. She noted a case in 
Lowell District court against a 
patrolman and his  brother-in- 
law who were found innocent of 
beating two teenagers Christmas 
Eve 

The family of one teenager. 
Walter Cullinan, spent a good in 
legal fees concerning the case. 
Mrs. Bruce said, adding. “Who 
has the money to waste. 

Mrs. Bruce said she began cir- 
culating a petition calling for an 
investigation of the police depart- 
ment because, “I just got a little 
sick of everybody talking about

The senator said Mrs. Bruce 
was the only one who had com- 
plained about the police to him. 
He questioned why Mrs. Bruce 
didn’t file a formal complaint 
against the patrolmen who alle- 
gedly assaulted her son.

Mrs. Bruce told the Town Crier, 
‘The policemen have all the 
rights in court. and the citizen 
complaining does not. 

She said parents she contacted 
preferred the wording of the pe- 
tition be changed. It now reads 
"We the citizens and taxpavers 
of Tewksbury demand that an 
immediate and complete investi- 
gation be made of the police 
department 

Mrs. Bruce said she was having 
difficulty getting signatures for 
the petition ‘There are a lot of 
people who would loke to sign 
but are afraid of police retribu- 
tion,” she said. 

Lt. Walter J. Jop Sr. said Tues- 
day that he wasn't afraid of 
critics who allege brutality 


toward teenagers, and assured 
parents that no teenager had 
anything to fear from the police. 

‘Jop invited persons with a com- 
plaint against any member of his 
department to tell him the facts 
as they see them. He said he 
would gladly go to the home of 
complaintants if they were unable 
to visit the station. 

‘The lieutenant, who heads the 
department while Chief Sullivan 
is vacationing, said he invited 
Larry Bruct to make a complaint, 
but he never appeared at the sta- 
tion. Mrs. Bruce, he said, also 
never appeared there. 

‘Job said the only complaints 
ever made against a Tewksbury 
policeman were those related to 
‘a Christmas Eve incident involy- 
ing a patrolman, his brother-in- 
law’ and two teenagers. The 
teenagers’ parents took the 
matter to court and the patrol- 
man and his brother-in-law were 
declared innocent. 

The lieutenant said he never 
heard reports that members of 
his department visited the homes 
of parents witnesses to alleged 
beatings, pressuring them not to 
appear in court. He said if the

is because in earlier meetings 
the board. in tie votes. twice re- 
fused to sign the subdivision 
plan and covenant attached to it. 
A majority is needed to approve 
signing 

The vote in the special session 
gives the board another chance 
to sign the covenant and plan,

Whether the subdivision owners 
agree to another round with the 
board remains —_ unanswered.

After the meeting only Donovan 
refused to comment as to whether 
he would ever vote to sign the 
plan and covenant.

been mishandled when apprehen- 
ded for what was deemed as an 
injustice as stated in the laws of 
the community and the common- 
wealth. We believe it would be 
of considerable oversight not to 
point out the protection given to 
the remaining 23.000 citizens 
that have been patient and law- 
abiding.”” 

The Jaycees leaders called on 
town residents “to make your 
voices heard in a campaign to 
work with the police in your 
community.” 

Much of the teenagers’ com- 
plaints have been aimed at Pil. 
Allan Stephens. Stephens denied 
the allegations of unnecessary 
physical roughness in dealing 
with teenagers. He said much of 
the illegal activities in the town 
involved teenagers, so he had 
many dealings with them.

Kevin C. Sullivan, 
Chief Sullivan's brother, sprang 
to the defense of the department 
in an interview with the Lowell 
Sun, He said he had never re- 
ceived a complaint about police 


division until then 

Doherty said in voting the re- 
scission Thursday. “I voted for 
the rescission because I wanted 
to have a covenant. That's the 
reason I agreed to have a meet- 
ing tonight,” Flanagan said after 
the meeting that the vote for res- 
cission constituted a de facto 
agreement to sign the plan and 
covenant provided 

A. Beechwood brings the plan 
and covenant before the board 
again 

B. The board stamps the plan, 
requiring that it meet subdivision 
rules and regulations, amongst 
which would be the requirements 
concerning the Hatch Act hearing 
and site plan 

During the 75 minute special 
session, Donovan and Flanagan 
called for rescission not only 
because the board had no cove- 
nant, but for a variety of other 
reasons too.
